Prospects look good for a community col­ 
lege for Bucks County. The Office of the Bucks 
County Superintendent of Schools hopes the 
State Board of Education will give its approval 
this summer or fall. Dr. George E. Raab, coun­ 


ty superintendent, says the college could begin 
operating in the fall of 1965. 


If it does, Jam es A., a junior in a Lower 
Bucks high school, may go to college. 
If it 
doesn’t, his collegiate plans may have to wait 
indefinitely. 


Jam es is a good student with college ambi­ 
tions, although he doesn’t know what he wants 
to study. 


He believes he could be accepted to one of 
the area universities, such as Temple or the 
University of Pennsylvania, but the tuition to 
these institutions could never be met by his par­ 
ents. The yearly tab at Temple is $840; at Penn­ 
sylvania, $1,750. The Temple fee may go up next 
semester $40 to $60. 


Without a scholarship, and James says he 


could never get a sufficient one, his collegiate 
dreams are shattered. 


A Bucks County Community College, how­ 
ever, would present a different picture. His par­ 
ents would have to meet a yearly tuition of only 
about $300. If he won a $200 scholarship ($100 
for each school year) offered annually by the

By Teachers 


The Neshaminy District Edu­ 
cation 
Association 
(NDEA), 
consisting of teachers and ad­ 
ministrative staff, told the Nes­ 
haminy Joint School Board last 
night that the proposed salary 
schedule for 1964-65 is too low. 
The board and NDEA repre­ 
sentatives will study the propo­ 
sals before Monday, when the 
board is slated to act on the 
1964 budget. 


Vincent 
Hermanson, 
NDEA 
president, and Frank DuGan, 
an NDEA member, t o l d the 
joint board last night the salary 
schedule was unsatisfactory on 
five points: 
1. While raising the minimum 
salary $700 from 4,250 to 4,950. 
it provides increases of $600 and 
less for teachers who have been 
in the district more than five 
years. Teachers with 15 years 
behind them would get only a 
$350 increase. 
2. I he 
amount 
of increase 
would be less for teachers near 
m axim um s because they would 
not be eligible for 
the 
entire 
$700 or $600 increase. 
3. Som e teachers will not go 
on scale for as long as five 
years because they are at min­ 
imum and can not receive more 
than a $700 increase in any one 
vear. They are entitled to in­ 
creases for acquiring higher de­ 
grees a s well as for longevity; 
4. The proposals 
delete 
in- 
creases for 
additional 
credits 
acquired during the 
teacher’s 
career. The present schedule of­ 
fers $100 for every IO credits, 
but this incease would be omit­ 
ted until a teacher acquires a 
m aster’s 
degree. 
This 
would 
take effect 
after 
the 
1964-65 
term. 
5. The minimum for teachers 
with a m aster’s degree would 
be at the state mandated mini­ 
mum, which is $5,250, or $300 
above the minimum for a teach­ 
er with a bachelor’s degree. 


Competitive Level 
Richard M. Fischer of. Lang­ 
horne Manor, chairman of the 
salary and personnel commit­ 
tee, replied to the points and 
stated his belief that the sched­ 
ule would give the district a 
“ competitive” 
level 
for 
sal­ 
aries. 
Later, 
Dr. 
Oliver S. Heck­ 
man, 
regional 
superintendent, 
spelled out other aspects of the 
proposed schedule. 
He s a i d 
m aximum for a teacher with 
bachelor’s 
degree 
would 
be 
$9,000, effective after 12 years 
of teaching in the district. 
He added that the maximum 
for a M aster’s would be $9,300 
with increases up to $9,500 for 
additional credits. A teacher ac­ 
quiring a doctorate would 
re­ 
ceive $10,000. 
Dr. Heckman pointed out that

schedule had the highest m axi­ 
mums of any district in Bucks 
County.
